LONDON, March 19.—I have just re- 
turned from Ireland.

Almost everybody in‘Ireiand is a blind 
and furious partisan. Whether it be 
the wild and fiery passion of the south 
er the cold, deadly rage of the north, 
neither can see in the other side any- 
thing but an object of hatred and loath- 


ing. 

One must go back to the time of the 
American civil war to get any idea of 
the depth and bitterness of feeling 
which exists in the distressful green 
isle. 
Promise of Better Days. 

Yet I found certain indications and 
developments which seemed to promise 
the coming, however remotely, of a 
more reasonable and saner spirit. One 
of these hopes lies, strangely enough,

Vestigations, and describe fully and fair- 
ly what he found and saw.

We may say quite positively 
and frankly that both-the Sinn Feins 
and Nationalists base their only hope

Bombs were exploded last night In 
two apartment houses occupied by col- 
ored families. Nobody was badly in- 
jured by the explosions, but John 
Leary, 4724 South State street, col- 
ored, was hurt when, frightened, he 
jumped out of a third story window. 

Both bombs were thrown from an 
automobile. Shortly after 11 o’clock 
a roadster passed the building at 4724 
South State street, a three flat build- 
ing housing the real estate, insurance, 


and banking office of Jesse Binga on/ 


the first floor. . 

Binga is an agent for a number of 
buildings on the south side. He is 
colored, and has been leasing apart- 
ments formerly occupied by white 
families to colored people. The police 
say Binga has hired a number of non- 


| union janitors. 


Girl Sees Bomb Thrown. 

A sir! standing on the sidewalk 
saw two men in the roadster. One 
of them threw something into the hall- 
way at one side of Binga’s office—the 
foot of the stairway leading to the 
upper floors. 

“ Let’s see what it is,” she said. 

“No, it might be a bomb,” said a 
woman restraining the 

There came a roar. Windows in 
buildings on both sides of the street 
were broken. Binga’s office was 
wrecked, furniture was overthrown, 
and a door on the third floor of 4724 
was wrenched from its hinges. Every- 
body in the neighborhood was awak- 


ened. 
The Second Biast. 

The roadster sped on. A few min- 
utes later persons in the neighbor- 
hood of 4041 Calumet avenue saw the 
car turn the corner of Forty-first 
street, swerve to the curb in front of 
the building, and turn around. A tax!i- 
eab and another machine back of it, 
followed in line. As the first car 
started around there came a blast. 

As in State street, there was a 
shower of broken glass. Windows 
were broken in almost every house in 
the block. The family of Alex. J. Rob- 
inson, living on the first floor, rushed 
out in their night clothes. 

The police are endeavoring to find 
the automobiles, but the only descrip 
tion that has been obtained of the 
bombing roadster is that it had no 
lights. 

Leary rushed to the Provident hos- 
pital, but he had suffered no serious 
injuries. He was taken back home. 


Third Recent Bombing. 

This is the third .bombing of houses 
occupied by Negroes in the last three 
weeks. A 6 year old child, Ernestine 
Ellis, was killed in an explosion at 
3365-3401 Indiana avenue. 

Colored families moved into the 
hitherto white residence districts on 
the south side shortly after the begin- 
ning of the war when Negro laborers 
were imported from sout #-n states to 
work in ammunition and packing 
plants. Some agents have been raising 
the rents on these families recently. 
This and the fact that wages in the 
ammunition plants are not as big as 
they were during the war has caused 
an exodus in many districts; but a 
number of colored families still occupy 
their flats and refuse to retreat north- 


ward.

AUTO KILLS TWO 
IN MILWAUKEE 


Milwaukee, Wis., March 19.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Plowing through a group of 
persons tonight an automobile party 
left in its wake two dead persons, two 
more badly injured, possibly fatally, 
and left other bystanders with minor 
injuries. The death car, it is alleged, 
made no attempt to stop, but sped 
away at a terrific speed.

LEAGUE HAZY: 


LODGE; 
SAYS LOWELL 


Joint Debate in Bos- 
ton Brings Revi- 
sion Demand. 


Boston, Mass., March 19.—‘“If the 
league of nations shall be put in such 
shape that it will promote peace, in- 
stead of breeding disorder, and will 
work no injustice to the United States, 
I will support it,” said Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge, in replying to a question 
of President A. Lawrence Lowell of 
Harvard, during their debate on the 
covenant, tonight. 

“TI hope from my heart it will be 
amended,” the senator added. “I hope 
that such a league will be framed 
somewhere. In my belief it will not be 
done in Paris.” 

Dr. Lowell had called upon his op- 
ponent to declare first—whether he 
would or would not vote for the cove- 
nant provided it was amended as the 
senator wished, and, second, what 
amendments he desired. 

“We both feel that this covenant is, 
as it stands, defective,” Dr. Lowell 
said, “ but the difference is that I feel 
that, when those defects have been re- 
moved, that covenant, with those de 
fects cured, ought to be ratified—and 
he does not tell us whether he thinks 


so or not.” 


Hall Crowded by Audience. 

Symphony hall was filled when the 
debate opened. Three thousand per- 
sons had seats and 300 stood. Half 
of the audience was made up of 
members of the legislature, fed- 
eral and state judiciary, governors 
of New Engiand states, army and navy 
officers, members of the Harvard fac- 
ulty, delegates to the Central labor 
union and personal guests of the de 
baters. The other half represented 
the lucky ones who had been awarded 
admission by chance from twenty-five 
times as many applications. 

Gov. Calvin Collidge presided, intro- 
duced the speakers and held the 
watch. Senator Lodge led off, speak- 
ing for an hour. : 

Tells Constructive Criticisms. 

Senator Lodge, in opening his ad- 
dress, outlined his attitude briefly as 
in favor of a league of nations but not 
of the covenant as presented. 

“The whole treaty should be re 
drafted,” he asserted. “That is my 
first constructive criticism.” 

As another constructive criticism he 
demanded a definite statement in the 
covenant of the vote required in the 
executive council for it to “recom- 
mend” or “advise” or “ propose,” as 
the case might be. 

He also declared for ‘a larger res 
ervation of the Monroe doctrine,” the 
policy which “ stands on two facts, ge- 
ography and human nature, that are 
neither transient nor ephemeral.’ 

“It must not be within the jurisdic. 
tion of the league of nations to say 
who shall come into the United States,” 
he said. “1 offer an amendment to ex- 
clude questions affecting immigration 
and the tariff from the purview of the 
league as a fourth constructive crit- 
icism.” 

Denies He Was Inconsistent. 

Mr. Lodge denied the charge that he 
had been inconsistent because of 
speeches in 1915 and 1916, favoring 
“in general” a league of nations. 

“The question before us,” Senator 
Lodge said, “the only question of a 
practical nature, is whether the league 
that has been drafted by the commis- 
sion of the peace conference and laid 
before it will tend to secure the peace 
of the world as it stands, and whether 
it is just and fair to the United Staets 


of America.” 
Cheers for Roosevelt Name. 

The senator's reference to Theodore 
Roosevelt's attitude as in opposition 
to euch a plan as was embodied in 
the covenant drew applause. He said 
that he had discussed the idea of a 
league of nations with Mr. Roosevelt 
two weeks before his death. 

“The position I have taken,” he 
added, “in reference to this covenant, 
is one that had Mr. Roosevelt's full ap- 
proval. I do not say this to transfer 
any load from my shoulders to his, 
but it fe at the same time a support 
to know that my position in this mat- 
ter is in agreement with his expressed 
conviction.” 

Critic of Wilson's Course. 

Mr. Lodge turned aside from his de 
pate on the league to pay his respects 
to. the method in which the United

Report New 
Uprising in 
Petrograd 


BULLETIN. 
LONDON, March 19.—There are 
unconfirmed reports that a revolu- 
tion of the menshevik, or moderate 
element of the Social Democratic 
party, against the soviet govern- 
ment has broken out in Petrograd, 
according to a German government 
wireless dispatch received tonight. 


LONDON, March 19.—Russian non- 

bolshevik forces, having been defeated | 
by soviet troops, have retired toward 
Odessa from north of that city, accord- 
ing to a Russian wireless dispatch 
dated Moscow, March 17. 
An earlier report, dated March 15, 
said that the nonbolsheviki had as- 
sumed the offensive in the region north 
of Odessa, but had been repulsed by a 
soviet counter attack and retired to- 
ward Brezocka. It was added that the 
city of Zhitomir had been occupied by 
the soviet forces on March 14. 


Text of Official Report. 

“ Soviet troops again have secured a 
victory in the region of Odessa,” the 
latest statement says. “ Mixed detach- 
ments of white guards, consisting of 
partisans of Gen. Denikine and Gen. 
Petlura, made great efforts to defend 
the approaches to Odessa for the pur- 
pose of covering the complete evacua- 
tion of the city. The red guards de- 
feated the enemy, who are retiring to- 
ward the city.” 

Official reports received in London 
are to the effect that a critical state of 
affairs exists in Odessa, the chief Rus- 
sian port on the Black sea. No con- 
firmation could be obtained in London 
early this afternoon to rumors that

Report Clemenceau 
Tried to Resign; 
Is Denied.

(The*Associated Press in a brief dis- 
patch yesterday said the report of 
Clemenceau’s effort to resign was de- 
nied “in official quarters.”) 

PARIS, March 19.—I was told by a 
high authority this morning that Prime 
Minister Clemenceau had placed his 
resignation in the hands of President 
Poincare, who had refused to accept 
it. I was furthermore assured that 
this might be stated as a fact and not 
as a mere report, but confirmation has 


* not been obtainable from the most con- 


cerned. 


The story is current that President 
Wilson after his return to Paris on 
Friday last assured Clemenceau that 
America could not and would not in- 
dorse the full French demands for the 
disposition of the west bank of the 
Rhine, and would not support France 
in its campaign to prevent the annex- 
ation of German Austria to Germany. 


Odessa was being evacuated by allied 
forces, but the report is not denied. 


Reds Repulsed in North. 

The bolsheviki.on Saturday attacked 
the town of Morjegorskaya, 130 miles 
south of Archangel, but were repulsed, 
according to a Russian official dispatch 
received here today. 

The enemy left fifty-seven dead and 
many wounded behind them, while five 
unwounded prisoners and six machine 
guns were taken from them. 


Greeks Win a Victory. 

SALONIKI, March 18.—[Delayed.}]— 
Greek troops have defeated the Rus- 
sian bolsheviki at Kherson, northeast 
of Odessa, and advanced about twelve 
miles, according to an official an- 
nouncement made today by Greek 
headquarters here. The Greeks cap- 
tured prisoners and war material. 

Greek troops were reported to have 
occupied Kherson in a dispatch from 
Athens on Feb. 26. An earlier dis- 
patoh had reported that Greek and 
Roumanian troops had advanced north 
from Odessa in pureuit of the bolshe- 
viki. The fighting referred to in the 
Greek announcement probably oc- 
curred north of Kherson. 


MISSOURI HOUSE 
FACTION ASKS 
REED TO RESIGN 


Jefferson City, Mo. March 198.— 

James A. Reed, United States senator 
m Missouri, was called upon to re- 

sign his seat in the senate in resolu- 
tions adopted here late today by a con- 
ference of fifty of the sixty-seven 
Democratic members of the house of 
representatives. 

The action was taken, conference 
leaders announced, as a result of Sen- 
ator Reed's address ‘to the legislature 
yesterday in which he attacked the 
proposed league of nations. 

The preamble to the resolutions dis- 
cusses the conditions under which Sen- 
ator Reed was invited to address the 
legislature and state that; “much to 
the surprise, the discomfort, and dis. 
approval of the Democratic representa- 
tives,” Senator Reed referred to Presi- 
dent Wilson in “a most sneering, sar- 
castic, and disrespectful manner.” 

Further. that by his utterances he 
plainly indicates it is his opinion that 
President Wilson “in his advocacy of 
the league of nations was encouraging 
and advocating the adoption of an 
English policy to the detriment of the 
United States and that the statesman. 
ship of American patriots and Ameri- 
can leaders was second to that of the 
statesmen of Great Britain.” 

It is charged that Senator Reed’s ad- 
dress was an attempt to “ belittle and 
belie ” the leadership of the Democratic 
party and its accomplishments in the 
last six years and was an effort on his 
part “to bring dissension and strife” 
into the ranks of the party, and 
that the speech was “a direct insult to 
the party end the people who had 
given him his political prestige and 
made it possible for him to acquire 
any degree of prominence as a Demo 


crat and statesman.” 


Urges Premier to Stay. 

It was Monday evening, according 
to my informant, that Clemenceau 
went to President Poincare with his 
resignation from the premiership and 
the French delegation to the peace 
conference. President Poliacare re- 
fused to accept the resignation, tell. 
ing Clemenceau that he must stay at 
the head of the government and in 
the presidency of the conference tv 
fight for the best terms available, even 
if he had to yield much more than 
he desired. 

The president of the French repub- 
lic insisted that France could not get 
on without the support of America, no 
matter what modifications were en. 
forced by President Wilson o: the 
French program for the treatment of 
Germany.

Call Night Baking Necessary. 

If the demands of the Bakers anid 
Confectioners’ union for elimination of 
the night shift were to be granted it 
would almost completely revolutionize 
the production of bread, rolls, and 
cakes in the city. Ninety per cent of 
the bakery goods, according to master 
bakers, is produced after midnight. 

Officers of the Bakers’ club declare 
that they could never consent to such 
a plan as to do away entirely with 
night baking. They claim the house. 
wives of the city de a fresh bread 
and the machinery large plants 
working twenty-four hours a day is 
now taxed to the limit. 

Thus, they say, it would be nec- 
essary to either expand the equipment 
of the plants in order to increase 
capacity of production or to operate 
with present equipment with reduced 
production. In ejther case, they say, 
the ultimate consumer would have to 
pay a higher price for bread which 
now retails for 10 cents a loaf. 

Produce 1,500,000 Loaves a Day. 

The average daily bread production 
in thecity at present is 1,500,000 loaves. 
This is just sufficient, the employers 
claim, to feed’ the city and take care 
of a small out-of-town trade. About 
three per cent of the total production 
goes out of the city. 

There are about 1,400 union bakers 
in the big shops of the city with 
about 1,000 more non-union men. But 
the employers say the union men con. 
trol nearly all the bakeries of the city.

MUNICIPAL APATHY. 

Last December the Chicago plan commission pre- 
pared a “ reconstruction platform ” which attracted 
a great deal of attention. To provide work for 
soldiers and to start the wheels of industry moving 
the commission asserted it was imperative for 
Chicago to make an immediate beginning on a 
great number of public improvements, most of 
which have been discussed and advocated for years. 

A month dr two afterwards the Association of 
Commerce announced a $90,000,000 improvement 
program for Chicago and sent a delegation to 
Washington to get federal approval and federal 
legislation to carry it out. The program was based 
on the recommendations of the plan commission 


and the impression was created that Chicago would 


immediately enter upon a period of new construc- 
tion which could only be compared to that which 
occurred after the great fire. New railroad ter- 
minals would be built; the river would be straight- 
ened; the South Water streét market would be 
given adequate quarters and adequate facilities, 
and so on. We even began to hope that the federal 
authorities would authorize the building of a new 
west side postoffice. 

Since then we have heard comparatively little 
of these projects and practically nothing has been 
accomplished. It is notorious that the federal gov- 
ernment has made no attempt to carry out a re- 
construction policy. The state, the city, and the 
county have been nearly as backward. Both the 
city council and the county board are devoting 
their chief energies at the present time to getting 
funds for current expenses. That activity is all 
very well, but it is difficult to understand why it 
should occupy all their attention. Perhaps the ap- 
proaching election offers one explanation. 

The chief blame must be placed upon the whole 
population, and especially upon those citizens who 
take it for granted that after a scheme for public 
improvement is put forward with the indorsement 
of some civic organization there is nothing more 
to be done, at least as far as they are concerned. 

We look at the drawing of the architects and 
engineers, express our approval, and then turn 
to other matters. It is no wonder under the cir- 
cumstances that the various loca] authorities are 
making no headway with reconstruction projects. 
We must rouse ourselves out of our apathy if we 


want something done. i ¢ 


THE MONROE DOCTRINE AND THE 


COVENANT. | 

Lord Robert Cecil is confident that the Paris 
covenant will strengthen the Monroe doctrine 
“because international action will be carried out 
by the organs of the league.” 

We should appreciate this point if the Monroe 
doctrine were recognized in the covenant. But 
Lord Robert objects to this as putting the United 
States “in a special position.” 

We think the United States has a right to be in 
@ special position with respect to the Monroe doc- 
trine, which is entirely consistent with the ostensi- 
ble principles of the league and represents a policy 
of defense vital, as we have believed for a century, 
to our peace and security. Great Britain has seen 
to it that her mastery of the sea is not to be chal- 
lenged and we confess both regret and anxiety that 
our own representatives are not disclosing the 
same practical concern for American special in- 
terests that England’s are showing for hers, 

Lord Roberte says if our view is “that there 
ought to be a complete and watertight division be- 
tween the American continent and the old world,” 
then the Monroe doctrine is infringed. We would 
reply that so far as the Monroe doctrine is con- 
cerned our view is and always has been that there 
should be “a complete and watertight division,” 
and if we are as careful of our future as the British 
are and ought to be of theirs it will remain com- 
plete and watertight. Lord Robert in effect implies 
that it is not. We agree with him and for that 
reason demand the Monroe doctrine be explicitly 
recognized in any covenant for our codperation 

in world affairs. 

Mr. Wilson does not favor this, but Mr. Wilson 
seems to be willing to throw all American interests 
into the international pot in the experiment of the 
proposed league. We think .he has been carried 
away by his zeal for international accord, which 
we are confident will be vitiated rather than pre- 
served by ill considered concessions or sacrifices 
of policy. The Monroe doctrine-is a strictly de- 
fensive policy essential to the United States and 
in entire harmony with the purported purposes 
nd principles of the Paris conference. It is a 
wee policy, a defensive policy purely. In our 
opinion the American congress and the nation back 
of it will refuse to approve any covenant which 
under any interpretation may seem to infringe 
upon it. 


MOVIE CENSORSHIP. 

Censorship is an offense to the adult mind: it is 
@ necessity for the juvenile. It is an imposition 
upon the freedom of selection and choice which an 
adult exercises, within police regulations: it is a 
‘meeded part of the discipline and regulation and 
correction of the child. 

it may spoil the child to have freedom of choice: 
. it may stultify the adult to be denied it. Democra- 
cies are governed by the intelligence of their peo- 
ple and if the intelligence of the adult cannot gov.

MEXICO AGAIN. 

The topic of Mexico is not a grateful one. The 
reader probably is tired of it. The writer cer- 
tainly is. But Mexico will have to be thought 
about for some time to come; in fact, until Mexico 
ceases to be, as it certainly is today, one of the 
major problems of this country. 

At present Mexico is in a state of what a phySyr 
cian might call collapse. Its industry is mort- 
bund. Its agriculture and transportation are dis- 
organized. Its finance is bankrupt. Meanwhile, 
the drift is toward radical legislation, the confisca- 
tion of property, and the repudiation of foreign 
debts. Undoubtedly, bolshevism is finding fertile 
soil in Mexico. Oppression, war, famine, igno- 


rance, disorganization, make a breeding ground 
for theory ufcorrected by experience. The Mexi- 


can politicians are favorable to the absorption of 
all forms of wealth by the state, for they are going 
to be the state.

We had fore- 
seen that the events since April, 1917, would have 
their effect upon Mexican official manners and 
wish our government would draw the appropriate 
conclusions for our future benefit. At any rate, 
we hope with a change of administration will 
arrive a tonic influence in American policy toward 
Mexican methods for our own sake and for Mexi- 
co’s. The history of the Wilsonian diplomacy is 
one of the sorriest chapters in our foreign policy, 
full of unnecessary destruction of lives and prop- 
erty, of unnecessary rancors, friction, and danger. 
The quicker we get upon a basis of self-respecting 
action and let the Mexicans know they have re- 
sponsibilities to us and to other nations the better 
for all concerned. Mexico must keep faith and 
pay for what her people have destroyed, so far as 
payment is possible. At Paris our representatives 
are indorsing the demands of France and Belgium 
and Britain and Italy for reparation. It is time 
that reparation and fair dealing be exacted of 
Mexico. We have been much touched by the 
sufferings of Europeans. We have shown little 
sympathy for our own people who, having gone 
into Mexico under Mexican laws and while living 
in peace there, have been despoiled or murdered. 
The mass of the Mexican people will accept any 
form of government that is given them, if it be 
not too oppressive. Bolshevism there, as in Rus- 
sia, will return the country to the primitive 
pastoral state from which it is not far removed 
even now. But bolshevism has international im- 
plications and in Mexico it infringes upon prop- 
erty rights already existing which raise issues of 
American responsibility not only to our own citi- 
zens but to those of England, Canada, France, and 
other countries.

PEACE NEEDS AND THE WORLD LEAGUE.

President Wilson on his return to Paris finds him-

Then he made the mistake of under- 
taking to commit the American people to the sacrifice 
of long established national policies without consult- 
ing them or even undertaking to explain his pur- 
poses. Having thus arrogated to himself a preroga- 
tive that could not be safely accorded by a self- 
governing people even to one who possesses the shin- 
ing attributes of infallible wisdom, the president has 
met with determined opposition from many members 
of the national senate, which body must ratify any 
treaty before it can become binding upon the United 
States government. The senators who demand that 
the proposed covenant of the league of nations be 
carefully studied, debated, and revised in the light of 
wise policy a8k nothing more than should be granted 
as a matter of course. This is conceded by leading 
statesmen of Europe and leading newspapers of allied 
and neutral countries.

NIGHT TERRORS. 
GREAT many mothers write to 
know why théir children are rest- 
less at night, why they have 
night terrors, and why some of 

them walk in their sleep. | 

Strauch says.in the American Journal 
of Pediatrics that the mothers them- 
selves are responsible. In a few cases 
they have passed on to their children a 
In most cases the chil- 


trained. Many of the eases are cured 
when the mother retires from the field 
and permits her child to be cared for by 
a nurse, or better still a trained nurse, 
or to be placed in a hospital or chil- 
dren’s home. 

It has long been known that children 
{n properly run homes seldom spring up 
in bed at night crazed with terror. This 
suggested the clew to the cure of the 
home cared for cases. 

Night terror is the result of a violent, 
terror inspiring dream. What is respon- 
sible for the dream? If thaf can be 
prevented there will be no night terror. 
Sometimes the-custom of telling fantas- 
tic stories to children is responsible, 
Sometimes it results from threats that 
ghosts, “hants” or the “bogie man 
will get you.’”” Sometimes some shock 
or fright of the previous day is called 
up as a dream in the night. In some 
instances the trouble is the result of a 
day of excitement and nerves. In many 


cases the cause is air hunger due to poor 


ventilation of the sleeping room, or ade- 

noids, enlarged tonsils, rhinitis, or to a 

retraction of the tongue as in sucking.

Most of which statements suggest the 
remedy. If a child is a poor sleeper, has 
bad dreams, grits his teeth and moans 
in his sleep, wakes easily or has night 
terrors, the probability is that the con- 
dition can be rather readily relieved if 
the mother or nurse is willing to disci- 
pline herself, her household, and her 
child. 

The child must be trained to be calm. 
He is not to be allowed to work himself 
into frenzies of excitement or any other 
emotion. He is not to be frightened or 
shocked. He is not to be put to sleep 
by singing, rocking, or the telling of 
stories. He is to be put to bed quietly 
in a well ventilated, quiet, well dark- 
ened room. 

If the environment is bad and cannot 
be changed the child should be changed 
to a new environment. Sometimes the 
trouble is with the mother herself, where- 
upon the child should go to a relative, 
a nurse, or an institution for a while. 
If the trouble is due to adenoids, ton- 
sils, rhinitis, or other physical troubles 
those should be remedied. The bed and 
room should be comfortable and the 
baby should not be taken up for water 
or for milk.

I do not know of any 
that goes so far as your question indicates.

5. Both adrenal and thyroid extracts are 
used for the purposes indicated.

He stages and ref- 
erees all the bouts at.the Cirque de 
Paris, which are free to all in uniform. 
He reflected the general opinion of 
the army dnd navy men when he said: 
“ Eyery A. E. F. man that I have 
tal to during the last month who 
is interested in a permanent revival of 
boxing, states that he hopes something 
will happen to prevent the Willard- 
Dempsey bout. Everybody likes Demp- 


tunity to cash in. But Willard laid 
down oh the army camps and shows 
when the doughboy needed his driving 


power. 
No Use for Willard. 

“Now the army and navy boys are 

against Willard profiteering at the ex- 

pense of the men who are over here 

fighting while Willard is marking time 

for a cleanup. 


“The salvation of boxing in the 
states depends on a multitude § of 
amateur bouts in reputable clubs and 
the elimination of the big bouts, which | 
usually become strictly money making |, 


enterprises. 
“The ability to box as taught in> 
the army is sending many a healthy, 


boy to his mother, who otherwise 
might be under the sod in France or 
still nursing bayonet wounds. 
Why Not Endow Boxing? 
“Tf the rich men and women of 
great cities like New York and Chi- 
cago can spend hundreds of thousands , 
of dollars annually to majntain grand | 
opera to soften men’s souls I don’t 
know why others should not endow! 
great boxing and athletic clubs to stif- 
fen up the backbones of the young 
men of the nation. 
Meanwhile’if there are to be any 
big purses for big fights, let us hang 
them up for the championship of the 
American legion, open to every man 
who wore the blue or the khaki and 
closed to everybody else.”’

Budgets Exceed Revenues. 

Mayor Thompson during his term 
has not once attended a meeting of the 
finance committee, the most important 
. body of the city council. The mayor 
and his cabinet heads have not sought 
to keep the budget yithin the revenue. 

The controller’s estimates of money 
in sight for the coming year are al- 
ways too high. In 1916 he overesti- 
mated resources by $772,000; in 1917 
he was $1,001,000 too high; in 1918 he 
saw $646,000 more than was actually 
in sight. 


In fact, the mayor’s department |. 


heads have repeatedly incurred ex- 
penses in excess of their appropria- 
tions, which is a violation of the law. 
In 1915 unpaid bills were rolled up by 
department heads amounting to more 
than $200,000. In 1916 they repeated to 
the tune of $500,000. In 1918 they 
spent about $700,000 in excess of regu- 
larly authorized appropriations, and ex- 
clusive of still others for which judg- 
ments were obtained in the courts. 


“Skinning the Cat.” 

Retrenchment is a word not in the 
city hall lexicon. The hall has discov- 
ered two ways of skinning the cat. 
They are: 

1. The law allows the city to issue 
tax anticipation warrants against the 
taxes to be collected later in the year. 
They cannot be issued until the coun- 
cil makes the tax levy, and the tax 
levy cannot be made until it is known 
what the dppropriations in the budget 
will be. So to turn the clock ahead, 
the city issues I. O. U.’s in anticipa- 
tion of the tax anticipation warrants. 
They have first call when the warrants 
come out. There is no authorization 
for this. Under this bit of “ wildcat- 
ting” the city spends money it has no 
right to have much less spend. 

2. Department heads incur debts 
in excess of appropriations. The cred- 
itor, by agreement, then takes his bills 
into courts and gets judgment without 
contest, and these draw 5 per cent.

So far corn has been a good 
purchase on all breaks, but the short interest 
has been cut down and a nervous market is 
expected.
